8. All of the errors which are being corrected in the present reissue application up to 
the time of filing of this Declaration, and not covered by a prior Declaration submitted for this 
application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant. 
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9. The specification and drawings remain unchanged from the '140 patent.
